1914, $23,458.22. 

Sinking Fund for Redemption of 
Sewer Bonds—May 1, 1914, balance 
brought forward, $4249.85. Received 
from taxes, $4.18. Total, $4254.03. 

Treasurer Kauffmann and Marshal 
Kneese’s reports were the same as the 
clerk’s. 

Treasurer Kauffmann reported 
there is $2182.14 on deposit in the 
Bank of South San Francisco and 
$23,500 in the First National Bank, 
San Francisco. A total of $30,687.- 
14. 

Recorder Rehberg reported there 
were six misdemeanor cases disposed 
of and fines to the amount of $20 col¬ 
lected during May. 

A resolution adopting plans and 
specifications for improving portions 
of Linden and Baden avenues and 
San Bruno road was adopted. 

The improvement will consist of 
laying a concrete base of five inches 
and one and one-half inches of as- 
phaltum on both sides of the pave¬ 
ment to be laid for the new county 
road. Artificial stone sidewalks, 
concrete curbs and gutters will also 
be laid. 

A resolution forming a storm sewer 
district in the northeastern part of 
the city was adopted. 

The board adjourned until next 
Monday evening.

TELEPHONE SYSTEM 


FOREST AND GAME PROTECTION. 


In order to impress upon hunters 
the need of care with their camp fires 
the California Fish and Game Com¬ 
mission has adopted as a decoration 
for the back of the hunting license 
just issued, an engraving of a camp¬ 
er putting out his camp fire before 
he leaves it. 

The picture shows him in the act of 
shoveling earth on the fire which he 
has already quenched with water. The 
title “Forest and Game Protection” 
is intended to call attention to the 
fact that forest fires destroy game. 

The plate was furnished to the com¬ 
mission by the U. S. Forest Service. 


Forest Service officials say that the 
construction of the trunk telephone 
lines vital to effective protection of 
the National Forests in California is 
now well along toward completion. 
The small wire first used in the 
government telephone lines has been 
generally replaced with the more dur¬ 
able heavy size. 

Since modern fire protection prac¬ 
tice requires that every forest fire¬ 
man be in telephone communication 
with the fire lookouts; and from twen¬ 
ty to eighty firemen are required on 
each National Forest during the fire

The value of the “secondary met¬ 
als,” exclusive of gold, silver, plat¬ 
inum, and iron, recovered in the Uni¬ 
ted States in 1913 was $72,845,000, ac¬ 
cording to J. P. Dunlop, of the United 
States Geological Survey. Even this 
large figure is a decrease compared 
with 1912, when the value was $77,- 
396,000. 

The term of “secondary” is applied 
to metals recovered from scrap metal, 
sweepings, skimmings, drosses, etc., 
as distinguished from “primary met¬ 
als,” which are derived from ore, but 
without implication that the secon¬ 
dary metals are of inferior quality. 
The Survey figures reveal only in a 
partial way the vast extent of the 
waste-material industry which yearly 
becomes greater and better organiz¬ 
ed. The value of old iron and steel 
reused exceeds that of remelted brass, 
and the value of old rubber and paper 
stock amounts to many millions of 
dollars. 

For a few purposes requiring es¬ 
pecial purity of material it is neces¬ 
sary to employ primary or virgin pig 
metal, but as a general rule secondary 
metals can be used in whole or in 
part, and most foundries use them. 
Over 90 per cent of the refining and 
smelting of drosses and scrap metals 
in the United States is confined to the 
territory east of St. Louis an<J north 
of Ohio river. 

The amount of secondary copper 
(including that in brass) recovered 
in 1913 was 136,500 tons, being over 
22 per cent of the primary copper 
smelted from domestic ores during the 
year. 

The secondary lead recovered 
amounted to 72,834 tons, equal to 
nearly 17 per cent of the refined lead 
produced from domestic ores. 

The output of secondary zinc was 
79,570 tons, equal to 23 per cent of the 
production of primary zinc. 

The recovery of secondary tin is 
of especial importance, for practical¬ 
ly no domestic tin ore was smelted in 
the United States, and the secondary 
tin recovered in 1913 (14,178 tons, 
valued at $12,567,379) was more than 
27 per cent of the tin imported during 
the year. 

In aluminum the recoveries in 1913 
amounted to 4654 tons, valued at $2,- 
199,480.

1024 LIVES IS TOLL 
OF RIVER DISASTER 

Canadian-Pacific Officials Add 
55 to Boll of Dead 

The collier Storsiad, which rammed 
the Canadian Pacific liner Empress 
of Ireland in the St. Lawrence last 
Friday, causing the loss of more than 
900 lives, has completed unloading her 
cargo of coal in Quebec, and it was 
impossible to make a thorough in¬ 
spection of the collision. 

Her stem was twisted so much to 
starboard that it almost formed a half¬ 
circle. Some of the lowermost plates 
in her bow were also twisted and torn 
away. There is a large indentation 
on either side of the stem and the 
rivets are torn clear. 

The condition of the Storstad’s stem j 
is pointed to in connection with Cap- i 
tain Andersen’s claim that when the 
collision occurred it was impossible 
for the collier’s stem to remain in the 
hole, because it was twisted by the 
forward movement of the Empress. 

The Storstad still is in the posses¬ 
sion of the bailiff who seized the ves¬ 
sel on the Canadian Pacific Company’s 
claim of $2,000,000 loss against the 
collier. 

According to the statement of Mon¬ 
treal Postoffice officials, the heavy 
registered mail, amounting to 1903 1 
packages, which went down on the 
Empress, is a total loss, and there will 
be no compensation for the senders or 
addressees. 

The Empress of Ireland carried 159 
bags of newspapers, 51 bags of letters, 
eight baskets containing 301 parcels, 
and 1903 registered articles. 

Those who sent money orders to 
Europe which were lost on the Em¬ 
press, however, will not lose, as dupli¬ 
cates of the orders held in Ottawa 
will be copied and dispatched to Lon¬ 
don. It is estimated that more than 
$140,000 in money orders went down 
in the mail bags. 

The King has donated $2500, the 
Queen $1250, the Prince of Wales 
$1250 and the Queen Mother Alexan¬ 
dria $1000 to the Empress of Ireland 
fund. 

The confusion as to the number of 
persons who perished in the Empress 
of Ireland disaster last week has been 
one of the distressing features of the 
tragedy, and the uncertainty was fur¬ 
ther emphasized when figures, declared 
by the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Steamship Company to be official, 
raised the death list to 1024 from 
969. , 

Last Friday the company stated at 
its Montreal office that the Empress of 
Ireland carried 1387 persons. It was 
upon that figure that the list of sur¬ 
vivors and missing was based. Now, t 
however, the company asserts that the 
Empress carried J476 passengers, of¬ 
ficers and crew, or an addition of 89. 
As a partial offset, the figures giving 
the number of rescued were raised by 
36—four from the first cabin, three 
from the second cabin and steerage 
and twenty-nine officers and crew. A 
discrepancy of two in these figures was 
not explained by the company. 

The total saved from the disaster is 
now placed at 452. These include 36 
first cabin, 47 second cabin, 136 steer 
age and 233 officers and crew. 

Of the 1024 who died, the bodies of 
only h few more than 200 have been 
recovered, and of these only 103 had 
been identified. 

The third member of the Royal 
Commission, the official investigating 
body, will be Lord Mersey of England, 
who presided over the British Govern¬ 
ment’s inquiry into the loss of the 
steamship Titanic. The other two 
members are Ezekiel MacLeod, Chief 
Judge of the Admiralty of the prov¬ 
ince of New Brunswick, and Justice 
Sir Adolph Riouthier, judge of the 
Court of Admiralty of Quebec. George 
Vaux, of the legal staff of the British 
Board of Trade, will sit as an advis¬ 
ory member. 


TERSE CALIFORNIA NEWS 


On June 15th a special election will 
be held in the five voting precincts of 
the South San Joaquin Irrigation Dis¬ 
trict on the subject of allowing the 
directors to levy a special tax of 
$140,000 to do all the work on the 
main canal now unfinished. There is 
little doubt that the vote will go heavy 
in the affirmative, say land owners. 

The formation of a metropolitan 
water district was defeated by the vot¬ 
ers of the east bay cities. The vote was 
light, but the majority against the pro¬ 
ject was decisive. The cities that 
voted on the proposition were Oak¬ 
land, Alameda, Berkeley, Emeryville, 
Piedmont, Albany and San Leandro. 
A small section of unincorporated ter¬ 
ritory was also included in the pro- 
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posed district. All of the cities voted 
against the formation of the water 
district. 

San Bernardino County officials have 
discovered that rattlesnakes who bite j 
county prisoners may cause a new in¬ 
terpretation of the workmen’s compen¬ 
sation act. Frank Aston, on the coun¬ 
ty prison payroll for 35 cents a day 
as a road camp laborer, stepped on a 
rattlesnake and was bitten. Officials 
believe the county will be required to 
pay him 65 per cent of his wages 
while disabled and recovering from the 
effects of the poison. The percentage 
amounts of 23 cents a day. 

Merging three big motion picture 
producing companies into one great 
corporation, “movie” interests of San 
Francisco and Los Angeles have band- 
j ed together to form the Paramount 
; Picture Corporation, which will have 
offices in all the principal cities of 
the world. None of the companies go¬ 
ing into the merger will lose its iden- 
: tity, but will continue producing in¬ 
dividually as w'ell as together. The 
j primary purpose of the Paramount 
! Company is to elevate the industry by 
means of an advanced standard. 

The Humboldt County Promotion 
: Committee will burn red fire and give 
a big dinner on June 11th in celebra- 
| tion of the completion of the State 
highway survey from San Francisco 
to Eureka. State Highway Commis¬ 
sioners and engineers, the entire 
Board of Supervisors of Mendocino 
County, Mayors Rolph and Mott and 
Robert Newton Lynch will be guests 
of honor. Humboldt is the first county 
in California to signalize the comple¬ 
tion of the survey with a great demon-! 
stration. The entire county rejoices 
that Humboldt bought $1,500,000 worth 
of highway bonds. 

Because he signed certain letters 
which he had sent to students at the 
University of California, “Society for 
the Study of Liquor Legislation, T. M. 
Carlson, secretary,” Carlson, a junior 
at the institution, is due for a repri¬ 
mand from the president of the uni¬ 
versity. An investigation of Carlson’s 
“Society,” conducted by the students’ 
affairs' committee, is said to have dis¬ 
closed the fact that Carlson was not 
only secretary, but the entire mem¬ 
bership. Accordingly, it was recom¬ 
mended that Carlson be reprimanded 
for using the name of the university 
in an unwarranted manner. 

The Hudson river drift gravel mine 
at Snow Point, Cal., for several years 
past developed by G. F. Clark of San 
Francisco, under the direction of Su¬ 
perintendent George W. Hegarty, has 
suspended operations and the score of 
men heretofore employed have gone 
for a vacation. The shutdown is a 
surprise to the district, as it was be 
lieved that the long tunnel which had 
j been driven through the bedrock to 
tap the hidden channel was nearing a 
successful issue. It is stated Clark 
had become temporarily embarrassed 
by the result of affairs in Mexico, hav¬ 
ing heavy interests in the troubled re¬ 
public, and that he deemed it wise to 
suspend operations until matters could 
be readjusted. 

Confident that he will make the 
i farm adviser movement a success, 
Farm Adviser F. F. Lyons, recently 
assigned to San Joaquin by the State 
University, has entered upon his du¬ 
ties. If the experiment proves a suc¬ 
cess and the crop output is increased 
as a result of newer and more scien¬ 
tific methods, it is believed that many 
other counties will take up the work. 
Lyons will begin his work by attend¬ 
ing farmers’ meetings in various sec¬ 
tions of the county, the first to be held 
at Thornton. At these meetings all 
kinds of agricultural problems will be 
discussed. Some of the problems, 
Lyons declares, will be solved at once, 
while others will have to be worked 
out in consultation with experts. 


PILLAR OF SMOKE i 
RISES Ml LASSEN 

Observers Thought Eruption 
Had Quieted Down 

After apparently quieting down, the 
newly rejuvenated volcanic energies 
of Lassen Peak burst forth again with 
greater vigor than before, and again 
the group of peaks of which the old 
fire mountain is the center, is masked 
by clouds of steam. 

When the peak was clear of the 
clouds of smoke and steam that have 
covered it from Saturday it could be 
seen clearly from Redding that the 
greater part of the snow on the moun¬ 
tain had disappeared. Before the 
eruption the main peak of Lassen was 
entirely covered with heavy fields of 
snow. 

Although the column of smoke and 
steam has been plainly visible at 
night, inquiry among the few people 
living nearest the mountain has not 
yet developed any one who has seen 
the glow of fire in the cloud. 

The present eruption of Lassen Peak, 
which has been authentically confirmed 
by the Forest Service, is the first re¬ 
corded volcanic outburst to occur in j 
the United States proper to be wit¬ 
nessed by white people. The eruption 
of the cinder cone, ten miles northeast 
of Lassen, when a huge lava flow filled 
a valley, estimated by geologists to 
have taken place about seventy-five 
years ago, is the only other true vol¬ 
canic activity known to have hap¬ 
pened in modern times, but that was 
before whites went into that part of 
the country. 

There are very few inhabitants any¬ 
where within a radius of twenty-five 
miles from Lassen Peak, and nothing 
but timber to be destroyed even if a 
1 flow of lava should burst from the 
I mountain. The nearest towns are fifty 
! and sixty #iiles away. Almost all of 
! the timber in the region belongs to 
Thomas B. Walker, the Minneapolis 
lumber magnate, or is included in the 
! national forest.

■VENTS 


At the eighth annual convention of 
the Staatsverband von Oregon, which 
convened at Eugene, Oregon, national 
and statewide prohibition were al¬ 
most unanimously opposed. 

A Christchurch dispatch to the Lon¬ 
don Daily Mail says the Government 
has announced it will introduce legis¬ 
lation in June stopping immigration 
of Asiatics to New Zealand. 

Joseph Caillaux, the former Premier 
of France, was injured in an automo¬ 
bile collision a few days ago. He had I 
spent the afternoon with his wile, who j 
Is in prison for the killing of Gaston 
Calmette, editor of the Figaro, and 
was returning home when the car was \ 
struck by another machine. 

Signor Ulivi, at Florence, the dis¬ 
coverer of the A and M rays, says j 
collisions between vessels on account I 
of fog can be made impossible by his i 
F rays. He claims that a ship equipped | 
with Ills apparatus can determine the 
direction and distance within thirteen 
miles of another ship, although the ( 
latter is invisible. 

That the late Mayor Gaynor of 
New York died poorer than was gen¬ 
erally supposed is indicated by the 
small amount, $9500, deposited wltn 
the State Controller to cover . the j 
transfer taxes on the estate. If this 
deposit is ample to cover the tax, as 
the executors seem to think, it would | 
indicate that the estate is worth little ; 
more than $500,000. 

Oatmeal rose a dollar a barrel in 
price following the merger of the 
Great Western Cereal Company with 
the Quaker Oats Company, according 
to testimony given in Chicago in the 
Government suit to dissolve the latter 
corporation. In the week following 
the merger the price of rolled oats of 
the Quaker Oats Company increased 
from $4.20 to $5.20 a barrel. 

| G. W. Connor, who has just returned 
to Seattle from a trapping trip of sev¬ 
eral months to Mount Rainier, was 
horrified to learn that his body had 
been found drowned near Bremerton 
last January, buried by his comrades 
of the Spanish-American War, and his 
property, including $3500 invested in 
Okanogan County, Wash., distributed, 
by order of the Probate Court. Con¬ 
nor is taking steps to have the order 
set aside, and his name erased from 
the headstone of the drowned man’s 
grave. 

Daniel Davis, who was believed to 
have been killed in a railroad accident 
in Colorado fifteen years ago, has been 
located by his parents as the result 
of an illustrated lecture delivered in 
Pottsville. Pa. The lecture was on 
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the Panama Canal, and among the 
views was one of a hotel at Colon, 
where several men were seated on 
chairs on a front porch, among them 
Davis, who was recognized by rela¬ 
tives. With the assistance of the lec¬ 
turer, the lost man’s relatives have 
been put in communication with him. 

Lots were drawn at the County 
Clerk’s office in Albany, Oregon, to 
determine whether a father or son 
should have the Republican nomina¬ 
tion for the office of Justice of Dis¬ 
trict No. 3, at Halsey. Arlie Cum¬ 
mings, the son, won. Each candidate 
had received three votes in the recent 
primary, their names being written in 
on the ballot. In all there were twen¬ 
ty-four tie votes in the primaries in 
the county. Most were for precinct 
committeemen, and all occurred by 
reason of names being written in 
where there were no candidates on 
! the ballot. 

Some years ago Alexander Kalber- 
matten, a native of the canton ot 
Valais, Switzerland, left Geneva ow¬ 
ing about $5000 and emigrated to the 
United States. In his absence he was 
declared bankrupt. Recently a sum 
of money sufficient to pay all his 
i creditors in full with interest, to¬ 
gether with a handsome donation for 
the city, was received by the authori¬ 
ties from Kalbermatten, now resid¬ 
ing in San Francisco. The Grand 
Council of the Canton of Valais, in 
session at Sion, annulled the bank¬ 
ruptcy proceedings and ordered them 
expunged from the records. 

Telephone girls will be the next 
class of workers for which the Wash¬ 
ington Industrial Welfare Commission 
will proceed to fix a minimum wage. 
In doing so, the question of possible 
adoption of automatic telephones by 
the Bell system, with the consequent 
replacement of hundreds of cen¬ 
tral girls, promises to come tc 
the front. The so-called automatic 
system, which the Pacific Telephone 
and Telegraph Company proposed 
to use in Spokane, is understood 
to be the form being considered 
by the Bell Company. While not ab¬ 
solutely “girlless” in its operation, 
one employee under this system is 
said to be able to do the work ot 
several. 

An association to include practi¬ 
cally all theatrical managers of the 
country for mutual benefit and protec¬ 
tion has been formed in New York. 
Besides Klaw & Erlanger and the 
Schuberts, Keith and other vaudeville 
interests, the moving-picture people 
are included in the organization. One 
of the chief questions with which the 
new organization will be called to deal 
is the union labor question. Other 
matters which will be taken up by the 
new body include local, state and na¬ 
tional legislation affecting theaters 
and the protection of the copyright. 
Under the tentative by-laws the dues 
of members are to be computed ac¬ 
cording to the size of the city in which 
the member operates, cities of 500,000 
and more being in one class, af 250,- 
000 in another, or 100,000 in the third, 
and so on. 


Gurdit Singh, the Hindoo leader, and 
his 375 countrymen, who sailed across 
the Pacific to knock at the door ol 
Canada and British Columbia, are 
about to sail back to Asia on the Ko- 
magata Maru, which brought them to 
Vancouver, B. C. The Canadian im¬ 
migration authorities did not actually 
forbid the Hindoos to land, but adopt¬ 
ed a policy of delay, under which the 
examination of the prospective Immi¬ 
grants would have lasted two years ot 
more. Gurdit Singh will go back to 
i India determined to protest to his 
countrymen there concerning the in¬ 
dignities to which British subjects who 
wear turbans are subjected on the 
west coast of Canada. He expects to 
be able to stir up serious trouble for 
the British Empire in India.
